Newfoundland, making a circujt of 
Ihe Oulf of 8t. lawrence, and hia re¬ 
turn to France on September 5, 
1554, taking with him two Indiana. 
Hia second voyage on May 19, 1556. 
.hia landing at Quebec and pushing 
on to Hochelaga. the site of what is 
now the city

The programme of - tbe pageant 
proper is In six scenes, the first 
covering from the first permanent 
French occupation In 1404 of a small 
Island on the Bte. Croix River down

Britain in 1713. tha capture of Louis 
burg in 1758, of Quebec in 1759 and 
of Montreal In 1740. New France, 
as Canada was then designated, will 
be reproduced in miniature, the cul¬ 
ture, manners and customs of Old 
France, from which its population 
was wholly drawn.

Entrances are provided from Van¬ 
couver Ptreet. by s side door on the 
north side on Courtney Htreet. and 
at the north-west corner where the 
entrance to th# recreation hall Is 
specially designed to connect with 
the vestries of the proposed new

The main entrance off Vancouver 
8treet leads Into a spacious lobby, in 
the left of which are altuated ths 
Bishop's private room and the Dio¬ 
cesan Bynod office. I*{rectl\ opposite 
the main entrance are two double 
doors leading into the auditorium, the 
floor of which Is seventy-three by 
thirty-seven feet A platform, sixteen 
feet deep, is placed at the west end. 
with a proscenium arch overhead. The 
auditorium will be fitted with a mod 
ern type of auditorium chair, and 
will accommodate 406 persons, it 
will le used for assembly purposes, 
for conferences and synod gather¬ 
ings. lectures, musical recitals and 
concerts. 

To the south of the auditorium la 
a large room, forty-save® by twenty - 
one feet, for use by little children, 
four to eight year* of age. In the 
beginners* and primary grades. This 
room. Uke every room In ths build¬ 
ing. is well lighted and ventilated. 
A separate cloak room, with other 
conveniences, is provided specially 
for the little folks who will meet here 
for religious instruction on Sundays 
and week-days, as arrange^ The 
primary room, which can be Ulvided 
by folding doors, ia so planned that 
It can be used as a chapel for week¬ 
day services, when required for that 
purpose, especially during the Winter 
months. 

Ths north entrance to the Mem¬ 
orial Hall leads Into guild room, 
which la twenty-nine by twenty-one 
feet, and has a cloak room adjoining. 
This room will be used by a number 
of parish organisations such as the 
various branches of the Woman's 
Auxiliary, the Women's ‘Guild, the 
Men's Guild, and the Young People's 
Society.

Some of the plants wers 
eighteen inches high and they were 
quite atriking In the dark recesses 
where they grew._ 1 found no III 
effects* from Ihem. nol sveTi hsYIAg' 
the ill-fortune to K>se my knife., 
SWAMP PLANTS 

I launched on a fallen tree over the 
dry bed of .a little creek, yet not quite 
dry for there were little pools of 
fresh water still remaining, the 
stream running between them under¬ 
ground and Invisible. One such pool 
lay Just below my seat, and I could 
look up and see the gentle move¬ 
ments of Its face reflected and mag¬ 
nified upon the underalde of the 
cedar boughs, a curious and fascin¬ 
ating circularly swaying movement. 
After iunch 1 tried to read, but with 
no great measure of success. There 
were too many distractions and yet 
neither bjrd nor beast disturbed, but 
there is n kind of iscpectancy In the 
air as if at any moment something 
wouui appear. Later 1 walked my 
way back to the south end of the 
lake and spent a short time in a 
swampy stretch from which the 
water had receded The edge was 
densely covered with the pretty little 
St. John's Wort with tiny soft green 
leaves and orange flowers. Beyond 
grew the small Lance-leafed Butter¬ 
cup whose yellow flowers seemed to 
breathe a whisper from 8pring. Wltn 
these were the white flowers of th* 
Water (‘arsnlji. and everywhere was 
the pungent odor of peppermint. A 
solitary Swamp Violet lifted a pale 
mauve blossom on its slender green 
stalk, the last no doubt of .many com¬ 
peers. In openings through the dense 
growth of reeds and rushes could be 
sewn the g t ee m ing pads -of the water 
lilies gently moving on the water, 
their flowers almost entirely re¬ 
placed by the green bottle-shaped 
seed vessels. Just as I was turning 
sway homewards Tny eye fell on 
another Rotrychium, s different 
species My former find had been of 
R. vlrglnfanum: this was of B. aital- 
folium. s less graceful kind, but still 
very Interesting. Well satisfied I re¬ 
turned through the woods and glades 
and to my surprise found a strong 
gale blowing down the plains from 
the West, whirlwinds of brown dust 
spinning past In the open spaces be¬ 
tween the broom. It was the after- 
math of the proceeding hot days 
when the heat of the Eastern Interior 
had risen to over ninety. Now the 
cool ocean wind was pouring In to 
fill the vacuum and Incidentally 
whirling dust and Isaves at Lang¬ 
ford.

On the Making of Pottery 
In British Columbia 


A total of 19.114 American cars 
have croased Into Canada by way of 
the Pacific Highway and Douglas, 
customs stations since April 1. ac¬ 
cording to fjguree compiled by the 
officials on duty at the International 
boundary. Of this number, no fewer 
than 9.994 car* were paased through 
the stations during the first five days 
of July. This is the heaviest figure 
yet recorded at the boundary stations 
and by the end of the month It is ex¬ 
pected that the total for the month 
JgJUJ3§SlL •BPW&UBFtely 10 w 900 cars. 
The total of foreign care passing 
through the Pacific Highway station 
during the first five days of July was 
9.691. while 419 were checked 
through the Douglas station. The 
aggregate of American and Canadian 
cars cleared through the two stations 
since April ' 1. both In and out. 
amounts to the large figure of 40.079. 

Commencing In April, when 2.510 
cars were cleared through the Pacific 
Highway headquarters and 493 
through the Douglas station, the In¬ 
flux of American tourists has been 
steadily Increasing each month. In 
May the total reached 5,494. while in 
June the figure reached 0,079. During 
the past three montlie. 6.010 Can¬ 
adian, cars have been cleared as 
passing South, while 6.149 hav# re¬ 
turned from the l*nited States.

from the oM Mahorsmedan wars, 
whan It was considered meritorious 
to kill an InfldeL There is nothing 
in the Koran to warrant such a doc¬ 
trine. Indeed, there are no blood¬ 
thirsty passages In the Koran. On© 
has to go to the Bible for them. 

I sometimes believe that the 
“Koran oP the Rword" doctrine must 
have arisen from the Psalms when 
we read “Let the Raints ... let the 
high praises of Qod be In their mouth, 
and a two-edaed sword in their 


object of observation—especially 
when rising somewhat majestically 
from a crowd of hovels. In which 
wretchedness and squalor reigned 
supreme. Beyond this great extent, 
however, there was nothing to re¬ 
commend the outside appearance of 
the palace. It boasts of no archi¬ 
tectural beauty or ornamentation, 
unless indeed dlngr decoration can 
be considered embellishment. 

on entering the palace the first 
thing that arrested my attention was 
dirt. In a gloomy courtyard about 
forty feet square, a crowd of iasy 
natives were sprawling on the floor 
and wallowing In the filth there 
accumulated. Turning from a sight 
so sickening I climbed a series of 
dark, narrow and crowded stairs, anl 
fait considerably relieved when I 
regained the op£n sir. 

There were no grand flights of 
stairs leading to noble halls or large 
rooms, but on all sides, and branch¬ 
ing off in every direction, were 
clumsy staircases and long, narrow, 
crooked passages, which thoroughly 
ramified the building from one end 
to the other. On each aide of these 
were countless rooms almost all 
small and gloomy, arranged without 
the slightest notion of regularity or 
convenience, but, on the contrary, 
contrived by the Lord of Disorder as 
fitting apartments for the King of 
Misrule. 

GARRET TO BASEMENT 

The only attempt at unity in de¬ 
sign was in the line of eight or nine 
courtyards which were found at In¬ 
tervals along the length of the build¬ 
ing. These extended from garrett to 
basement, and around them were fine 
tiers of galleries communicating with 
the different floors of ths building. 

From the roof the view wss at ones 
peculiar and Imposing. Tbs red tiled 
roofs which peeped over each other 
all round showed the extent of the 
city, beyond which le a girdle of 
wuod-clad land ax tending aa far aa 


beads snd precious stones worked < 
Into a very pretty pattern. There 
was a pair of silver epaulettes with 
s deep fringe of diamonds, one of the 
most brilliant clusters of that pre- 1 
clous stone which can be imagined. 
These splendid adornments alone 
cost upwards of 10,000 Oaekwaree 
rupees—the value of a rupee being 
nearly fourteen annas. 

In the same box was a military 
suit (European style) richly trimmed 
with gold late, so that when His 
Highness stepped down fronrhts lofty 
pinnacle of human greatnees snd fav¬ 
ored ordinary mortals with s glance 
of himself in this splendid attire, he 
must have Impressed them with the 
notion, that so far as clothes want, 
at any rats, he could eclipse the 
Viceroy of India himself. 

MONEY, MONEY, MONEY 

Another box which one would have 
thought held nothing valuable was 
found full of canvas bags, each of 
which contained 2.000 rupeea Alto¬ 
gether ths box contained 70,000 
rupeea; snd on opening another box 
a si.-illar amount was discovered. 
Mr. Router’s dlligency enabled him to 
discover one-and-a-half lakhs of 
rupees. 

A body of Sepoys were soon at 
hand, who shouldered the bags of 
wealth, and carried them to a crane 
by which they were lowered Into the 
street like eo many bags of cotton. 
They were then conveyed to the 
treasury; and I thus saw realised in 
fact what seems more consistent 
with the tafee of the Arabian Nights’ 
Entertainment than with the stats of 
affairs in the nineteenth Century. 

It must not be thought, however, 
that Mr. Bouter had nothing to do 
but to seek and to find. The state 
accounts had to be examined, so that 
it might be ascertained what property 
belonged to Iftrthorao* pers o n s iiv 
or to the family, and What belonged 
to tho State. No one had come for¬ 
ward to say how ths money thus 
stowed away got there, and to whom 
it belonged. 

SOLDIER’S PAY 

The Maharajah wss s financier in i 
some respects squal to Baron Grant 
himself The pay of a full private in 
the Osekwar's army wss nine rupeea 
s month. Ths position wss con¬ 
sidered a high and honorable one, 
and must hav# been much sought 
after, aa an entrance fee of fifty 
rtipeea wss exacted from all who of¬ 
fered themselves for the office. No 
pay was given the first month, only 
a fsw rupeea the second month, four 
or five the third month until at last 
ths man became entitled to his full 
pay of nine rupees s month, which 
was paid to him—every now snd then. 
It wss supposed that ths boxes of 
rupees discovered were accumula¬ 
tions of ths entrance fees of those' 
natives who had shown themselves 
ambitious to become privates in tha 
Bn rods army. Of course * this was 
only a surmise, snd the Rtste books 
might throw some light on the sub¬ 
ject. 

The keys of these boxes were in 
prases St on of a woman, l^ixmwbsM, 
a nsmesake of the Gaekwar’s favor¬ 
ite .She, too. was in Muiharao’s good 
hooka because she cooked to his sat¬ 
isfaction when he wss s prisoner 
at radra. and he therefore rewarded 
her when he had the power by en¬ 
trusting to her the charge of this un¬ 
told wealth, paying her for her 
trouble a salary of nine rupees a 
month. Rhe regarded the ransacking 
of the place with a stupor and stol¬ 
idity which were very marked Hhe 
seldom spoke « word unless spoken 
to and then her answers were as 
laconic as possible. 


worth Re. *00 and Indeed “things too 
numerous to mention." 

Another box was opened and a 
large, round gold tray was found 
weighing 61* tolas, snd valued at 
20.000 rupees. There were cups, bas¬ 
ins, spoons, snd so on to match, snd 
they formed altogether a rich snd 
glittering set, snd so on rupees snd 
treasure were ever being found until 
one became weary with ths vary 
sameness of wealth. 

POISON CHAMBER 

From this room we passed into 
one where, as ths Gaek war’s ac¬ 
cusers alleged. It was that the plan to 
poison Colonel Phayre was concocted 
and the rewards paid. It wss by a 
back staircase leading hereto that 
the plotters were said to have been 
taken to the presence of their lord 
snd master. It wss the favorite sit¬ 
ting room of Mulharso and was one 
of the best rooms in the palace. Like 
all the other chambers It was small, 
but unlike, them, it had been fur¬ 
nished and decorated and was some¬ 
what comfortable. 

In this part of ths building wss the 
Rtste bedroom, a small chamber 
without any windows. When occu¬ 
pied by His Highness it was lighted 
with lamps which were pendant from 
the calling. Ths bedstead was of 
gold, and the furnishing of the room 
was to soma extent In keeping. The 
bedstead was oanopied. snd ceiling, 
head board and foot board were roir- 


whlch I must Just mention and pass 
on. It is hung with engravings of the 
grossest description. The obscenities 
of Holywell Street are purs compared 
with these disgusting productions. 
They were Indecent in the extreme, 
but not witty In the least, snd there 
coarseness was unrellaved by any 
pretence to humor. 

Passing through one of ths dirty 
courts 1 have spoken about I found 
on the floor piles of rupeea which a 
group of fifteen men. squatted on 
-the ground, were diligently counting 
and weighing. The money was for 
payment of the arrears of the troops. 
One of the Oaekwsr's old officers, 
with whom I had scraped up an se¬ 
quel nU nee, said that if I liked ho 
would take me to a sight worth see¬ 
ing. My guide selected the longest 
snd most crooked passages, the 
steepest snd dirtiest staircases the 
place afforded and finally landed me 
to a corner where there was nothing 
but “darkness made visible," 

WHERE WIVES 
WERE HANGED 

An old man cams in obedience to 
a call and, after a good deal of fumb- 
llng-and grumbling, he opened a 
door and we entered a room, which 
was. of course, small snd dingy. It 
contained nothing but a key. which 
opened a door opposite to the one by 
which we had entered. This room 
was also opened for my inspection 
snd like its predecessor, found to 
contain only a key to open the door 
of ths next room. 

After this process had been sons 
through four times it became tedious, 
and 1 fully expected from the silence 
of my chaperon that he was leading 
ms to a secret chamber, where would 
be skeletons in chains, bodies of 
wives of previous Oaekwsrs snd 
previous wives of Muihsrao, hung up 
by ths ha ir o f ths head, skulls of 
minister* of .state, and all the hor¬ 
rors of nursery books. On snterlng 
the fifth room, however, all I found 
in addition to the accumulated dust 
of ages were a flHr old chests of 
drawers snd thsse I was told con¬ 
tained His Highness’s Jewsls. They 
consisted principally of necklaces. 
The handsomest wss one of seven 
strings or rows of sevsnty-slx clus- 
tara of diamonds There were some 
half dozen diamond necklaces In this 
old room, as well as finger snd toe 
rings in great numbers. One of the 
prettiest necklaces was of pearls 
(each one as large as a small mar¬ 
ble). the clasps and buckles being of 
diamonds and gold. It wss certainly, 
as my guide had promised, a “sight 
worth seeing.’’ 

MONEY AB RUBBISH 

After feasting my eyes for some 
time on these treasures I went in 
search of Mr. Router snd his assis¬ 
tants. I found them aa busy as over, 
still In ths dingy dispensary, over¬ 
hauling boxes. It was now becoming 
an oft-told tale. 

‘Treasure, treasure, treasure’ Reach 
down that cracked oldTup from its 
dirty shelf. U is full of rupees. Look 
at that “lota,” it is full of money. 
Open that tea-caddy. It contains gold 
seals and ether vaTvabTse. 

Hare, in a corner among rubbish. 
Is a walking stick. It Is silver, and Is. 
too, ths scabbard to a beautiful 


covered with silver. or a peculiar 
crowd of old. retainers chatting over 
what had taken place, the rooms 
would npt be worth noticing. 

One, however, was used as n me¬ 
nagerie, snd oontalned squirrels, 
msngooaes, snd monkeys, snd at ths 
door of One room wss a peculiar toy In 
the shape of a tin model of & fair— 
whirligigs, flyboats, etc- which, when 
placed in the wind were all set in 
motion. 


When I arrived at Baroda I found 
Mr. Frank Router (afterwards 
k nigh ted for his efforts), busy at 
work as the chief of the police, un¬ 
ravelling the conspiracy to murder 
Colonel Phayre He was assisted by 
Hindoo snd Mahommedan detectives. 
I became well acquainted with them 
and their methods, and. can fully ap¬ 
preciate t*»rd Macaulay** opinion of 
the way evidence in trials In India is 
concocted. 

While these shrewd and cunning 
individuals were probing matters, an 
Interesting diversion occurrsd. Ths 
people of the Rtste of Baroda feared, 
or believed, or both, that the British 
were about to annex their country. 
They were accordingly secretly 
transferring all ths money they could 
to safe hiding as a sort of soothing 
syrup when the worst came. 

The dstsctlves discovered that 
forty lakhs of rupeea had been trans¬ 
ferred to Bombay. These had been 
traced snd restored to the Baroda 
Treasury ths day befors 1 arrived at' 
the city. 

HOARDED RICHES IN 


The Gadi !■ simply a cushioned 
seat covered with a cloth of gol<L 
It was now vacant; and was watched 
over by Pnndrays and men of notat 
.who seated on the ground silently 
and in sorrow kept their eyas cast 
down. They seldom spoke, but re¬ 
membering that they were klnglesa, 
and that the throne was. empty, 
seemed bowed down with grief, 
though cynics said they but assumed 
a virtue though they had it not. The 
room in which the Oadl wag placed 
was somewhat larger than those I 
have already spoken of. At best, 
however. It was a shabby plaos when 
one considered it was a stats apart¬ 
ment. 

A large snd more Imposing room 
wss the Durbar room. It was. how¬ 
ever. no better than a warehouse snd 
there wss not really In ths whole 
palace what could truthfully be 
railed a good room. 

I hare att e mpte d to gfv* s o me Ida* 
of the Interior of the Gaek war’s pal¬ 
ace. To go into minute details would 
be tedious and uw Interesting- There 
were hundreds of such rooms as 
those of which I have spoken. They 
were alike In appearance, and all de¬ 
voted to similar purposes. It would 
be interesting to know how many 
persons ate, drank and slept in the 
palace. In almost every room there 
were crowds of persona. 

Now snd then w«» mat with twen¬ 
ty-five or thirty clerks all busily en¬ 
gaged writing. These ware members 
of the Gaekwar’s civil service. 

BEDS A PLENTY 

Other crowds were doing nothing; 
others wars helping them, while hun¬ 
dreds of others wars fast asleep. 
Boxes similar to those in the dispen¬ 
sary were in almost every room snd 
along every passage. 

There were also beds In every con¬ 
ceivable place, so that (he Oeekwar 
could ley down and sleep in what¬ 
ever part of ths palace lie was. with¬ 
out the trouble of going to his room. 

Occasionally, one raw some trellis 
work snd wood carving worth pre¬ 
serving. and some wall decorations 
were met with, but all were so cov-

GAEKWAR’S PALACE 


Thgre was also a suspicion that a 
pile of money had been concealed in 
the Gaebwar's palace, where also it 
was believed valuable Jewelery had 
been bestowed in safety and secret 
keeping. Indeed, golden epaulettes 
picked wlth^ diamonds snd a cocked 
hat stuffed Alth gems had been found 
in a virtual rubbish heap. 

It was. therefore, decided to search 
the palace, and I was permitted to 
accompany the party of officials that 
conducted the search. I was thus en¬ 
abled to Judge of the Gaek war’s mode 
of life as much as one can Judgeftnf 
such matters from inspection of Up 
domicile. “There's no place Mga 
home” Is a song Mulharso miknt 
have sung with mixed feelings. The 
home which Is now no longer his was 
certainly anything but "sweet." snd. 
It la to be hoped that there Is no 
place on this earth In any wav like tt 
as I saw It The Qaekwar’s palace 
was an outward and visible sign of 
the Qaekwar’s dominion. 

To attempt a description of the 
Maharajah's late residence would he 
simply to define confusion. An earth¬ 
quake might have overthrown the 

f ilace, hut could not have disarrange*! 
t The building Itself is a huge mass 
of brick-mud. honev-combed • with 
rooms, passages and staircases I 
am sure the ground plan would be 
as much a maxe as that of Wood - 
stock. Had the architects displayed 
more of art and aesthetics, and less 
of Ingenuity snd ugliness, ths palace 
would have been a building worthy of 
s prince. 

PALACE ARCHITECTURE 

THsT ex terror ofThepTscs" Is AC- 
tra. live only on account of Its ex¬ 
tent, The frontage, three stories 
high, with a centre and two wings of 
four stories, displaying altogether 
upwards of 200 windows and doors 
in proportion, could not fall to be an 


This room, too, was well provided 
with Indecencies in ths form of en¬ 
gravings, models sculptures all of 
exquisite workmanship, and none of 
them. I am glad to ray, ths product 
of either India or England. They 
ware all Italian. 

Another peculiarity in this small 
room was that it contained no less 
than seven clocks of different sorts 
snd slses. It may be hero mentioned 
(hat the palace abounded In clocks. 
Ths rooms usnally occupied, small 
as they were, each contained several 
timepieces These, were all European, 
and sums, as for instance that known 
as ths "mysterious pendulum." wars 
of recent Invention. There was ths 
ordinary Rwisa clock, which wss so 
much In vogue In England years ago; 
there were guilt timepieces and 
marble timepieces. There were clocks 
telling the time of ths rising snd set¬ 
ting of tbs sun. the day of the month, 
the phases of the moon, and a host 
of other things. Taking them all-in- 
all, If ths Gaekwar’a furniture aver 
cams to the hammer, the auctioneer 
would have a deal to say about “the 
hurra rare, snd varied collection of 
timepieces and clocks. 

EVEN A MENAGERIE 

The bedroom also contained a 
photograph of ths statue of Quean 
Victoria at Bombay, given by his 
brother Kbundarao; aa well as pic¬ 
tures of Klphlnstons Circle and other 
plaoee In Bombay. 

The richest room in the palace was 
that which had been used by Khun- 
dsrao's wife. Rldsboards and chif¬ 
foniers vases snd candelabras time 
Pisces and statuettes and a host of 
other things were there In profusion, 
not arrayed with a View to comfort, 
convenience, or use, but simply set 
out In order Ilka a cabinet maker's 
show-room.

The roof wss divided into a series 
of promenades which were within 
easy access of ths principal rooms of 
the residence. On It. too, were hkre 
and there buildings like offices on the 
deck of a ship. Rome of these were 
formerly occupied by Gunputrao’s 
wife, and were aim liar to, but not so 
good as a captain’s apartment* on 
board a schooner. Her principal room 
was Indifferently furnished with 
some attempt at European style. On 
the walls were several well-known 
engravings; some of Hcrtptural sub¬ 
jects. others portraits 

Entering a room In one of the 
towers I found myself in ths Oaek- 
wsr’a dispensary. There wss little 
noticeable in ths room Itself beyond 
a few shslvss and rtciu for herbs, 
and several chests which one might 
well Imagine were receptacles for 
medicines. From the roof hung a few 
nests of onions snd dried roots and 
copper cauldron* occupied the cor¬ 
ners. 


The alt air was managed In this 
way. Rir Lewis lavtted the Gaek- 
war ts visit him at the Residency 
Hia Highnes s want thsrs It would 
verily be an outrageous violation of 
hospitality to Invite a prince to one’s 
house and then arrest him.

It was difficult to eompars this 
building to any well-known edifice. 
It wss not good e r nough for a prison 
or work house, snd yet It was a 
shade too good for a wild beast show. 
Perhaps If It were thoroughly 
cleaned some gentleman would hava 
no objection to use it as a huge ken¬ 
nel for hia hounds, snd ha might 
succeed In persuading some not over¬ 
particular keepers to accept as sleep¬ 
ing . oomn the State apartments of 
the Rtste of Baroda.

OUR LOCAL CONIFERS 

1 am so frequently asked to dis¬ 
tinguished between our different 
local coniferous trees that at the risk 
of a little repetition I will endeavor 
to give their chief characteristics. 
The Douglas fir stands naturally at 
the head. It la marked by deeply 
grooved snd furrowed hark In the 
older tree#. The foliage is dark greeh 
and ha* a somewhat rough, appear¬ 
ance owing to ths irregular arrange¬ 
ment of the shortish needles about 
the branchlets. The treee vary slight¬ 
ly in habit, but on the whole ths 
branches hare a drooping growth. 
The Balsam fir has Its hsrk marked 
i plentifully with resin blisters snd a 
broken branch or stem gives a de¬ 
lightfully piny smell. Ths leaves or 


needles srs placed with great regu¬ 
larity on either side of the branch- 
lets and while those of the Douglas 
fir are lighter underneath than 
above, the needles of the Balsam fir 
are almost white by contrast. The 
regular arrangement of the needles 
gives to ths branches a conspicuously 
fan-shaped appearance, and by this 
the tree can easily be detected at a 
considerable distance. Ths Cedar is 
scarcely aver mistaken, and It la one 
of ths first trees the newoomer learns 
to recognise. Its fernlike drooping 
boughs snd ths pale yellow green of 
its foliage distinguished It at one* 
against Its darker neighbors, while in 
“stands" mads up entirely, or almost 
so, of this tree, its color is squally 
distinctive.

INTRODUCING ATHENS 

The greatest city in Greece was 
Athens. It was Just north of the land 
strip which joins the two parts of 
Greece. Most of what Is worth while 
in Greek.history came from. Athens. 
The city got Its start a great many 
years ago. The people who settled 
there wanted to be near ths sea. but 
not right on the shore. They built 
their village about four-and-a-half 
miles from the coast. 

.At the seashorev was a harbor, 
around which a* town was built This 
town "belonged** to Athena in one 
sense of the* word, but it was not a 
part of the real city. Two great walls 
were built alongside a road between 
Athens and the seaport town. These 
were for protection In case of war. 
The Greeks were foolish enough to 
have war among themselves. Athens. 
Spurts and Corinth were three of the 
cities which most often got into dis- 


natural. for what other creature on 
ehrth was so nobly made? It was 
also natural that they should make 
their gods look like the most beauti¬ 
ful persons who could be found. Even 
after the gods had been put Into 
human shape, their homes remained 
mountains, caves, trees and fountains. 

8 tatues of gods and goddesses wers 
often placed under the branches of 
trees. This was to protect them 
from raiu and snow, to give them 
shelter. Sometimes hollows wers 
made in tree trunks and statues were 
placed in there. The tree-horns for 
the gods was the beginning of ths ( 
temple. Later on you will hear of 
marvelous temples the Greeks made ' 
to fttfuse the gods. • -- — - ^
